Schools have not taken over the 
task ot youlh work and we might 
stay the tide of drifting from the 
church by working hard to cap- 
ture the youtii now. 


"Third—The church must not 


hesitate to speak out. It the mini- 
sler must suffer for speaking, he 
must suffer. There Is seeming in- 
difference to problems, a running 
shy ot even meeting 
polilical 


leaders. Tlie result is a schism 
between minister 
and political 


leader,-that harms them both. 


"Fourth—We need the' church 


to help us in selecting what was 
good hi our past. It's a tragedy 
to say, "Our past was good, let's 
go back." For instance, nothing 
will justify polygamy, nothing will 
justify 
witchcraft. 
There were 


good things in the past, but some 
don't discriminate. It is superfi- 
cial to accept all heathen customs 
as good. To be my own man, I 
must go hack. Go back then, but 
choose that which agrees with 
Christian p r i n c i p l e . And the 
church should aid in discrimina- 
tory selection from the past."

Needed Legislation 


The proposal to compel registration 


of, and reports by, legislative lobbyists 
in Pennsylvania is an "administration 
bill" i

addition, file regular reports showing 
the total of contributions he has re- 
ceived, the names of persons contribut- 
ing ?'100 or more, and the names of per- 
sons lo whom he has paid ?10 or more. 


Exempted from the provisions of the 


act would be political committees, news- 
men insofar as they limit themselves 
to articles fbr publication, officers and 
employes of the commonwealth and per- 
sons who merely appear before a com- 
mittee or public hearing relative to leg- 
islation. These exception's would seem 
to eliminate any possibility of the law 
working a hardship on anyone — per- 
haps they even go too far by excepting 
commonwealth officials and employes. 


The information that 'the bill calls 


for, we believe, is the bare minimum to 
which the people of the state are .en- 
titled, and the present legislature should 
face tip to the. problem with a greater 
degree of responsibility than has been 
manifested in the past, and place the 
law on the statute books with as little 
delay as practical.

and along the Yangtze River, 
Kiukiong and

British dominated. 


The Hongkong and Slxinghnl

State, the precise application of 
this line to specific legislative 
proposals Is still a matter of 
heated argument. 


The President's program calls 


for grants to public elementary 
and secondary schools, but omits 
either grants or loans for par- 
ochial schools. The President has 
said "aid" to parochial sclwols 
is clearly unconstitutional. How- 
ever, Mr. Kennedy is requesting 
low-interest tains, /or construc- 
tion of classrooms, to both pub- 
lic and private, sectarian col- 
leges. 
His 
proposed 
coUeRe 


scholarship program would make 
grants to both the student and 
his college, public or private. 


Leading American 
Catholics 


say they will oppose the pro- 
program if it does not include 
loans to parochial schools. While 
not asking for grants, the Cath- 
olic hierarchy says long-term, 
low - interest loans would be 
"strictly within the framework 
ot the Constitution" and it would 
be discriminatory not to provide 
them. 


Existing legislation — Loans 


to parochial schools and sectar- 
ian colleges are available undor 
several existing programs. Op- 
ponents of further aid to paro- 
chial elementary and secondaiy 
schools contend that the exist- 
ing programs do not aid religion 
but serve some other purpose, 
such as rewarding war veterans, 
or promoting health and wel- 
fare. Against this, some sup- 
porters of tile Catholic position 
contend there is ample precedent 
for loans to parochial schools,

The major existing programs 


are as follows: 


College housing program — 


Since 1950, the Government has 
granted long-term, low-interest 
loans to public and private col- 
leges for dormitory construction. 
Sectarian colleges — and most 
non-public colleges do have a 
sectarian basis — may receive 
Ihe loans, but colleges whose 
m?iin purpose is tlic leaching of 
religion,

IIIll-Biirion Hospital Construc- 


tion Act — Under this program 
the Government grants mon<>y 
to the states for hospital con- 
struction; the states then allo- 
cate the money lo approved 
hospital projects.

Under this program, the Federal 
Govcmrrient grants money lo 
the stales for the purchase ol 
food for non-profit school lunches 
in public and private schools. 
The program is administered liy 
the Department of Agriculture 
through the states' departments 
of education, because the con- 
stitutions of 28 states prohibit 
their state departments of edu- 
cation from dealing with private 
schools, the Agriculture Depart- 
ment has set up regional offices 
to which the private schools in 
these states apply directly.

avoiding great embarrassment 
to President Kennedy, a Catho- 
lic, Adminislratkm officials and 
school bill sponsors are hopuig 
that a showdown may again be 
avoided in 1961.
